HE DIED OF LEPROSY. 


San Antonio Physicians Say There Are 
Other Cases in That City. 

SAN ANTONIO, ‘Tex., May 8.—Dr. E. H. 
Elmendorf has certified that the death of 
Robert S. Woodyard was due to leprosy. 

The diagnosis of Dr. Elmendorf is backed 
by that of City Physician Paschal, 
whose observations the case came _.§ six 
months ago at the City Hospital.

WACO, Tex., May §.—The excursion of the 
St. Louis Interstate Merchants’ Associa- 
tion reached this city at 11 o'clock last night 
two hours late. It left Dallas at 11 o'clock 
Tuesday morning and covered 207 miles in 
the 12 hours, making five stops. A recep- 
tion to have been tendered the party by the 
| copeens of Waco Tuesday evening was post- 
poned until this morning. 
| At every town visited during the day the 
| people have turned out en masse to extend 
a welcome. 

At Alvarado, where the first stop eA o? 
Dallas was made at 12:15 o'clock, @@zens 
of the town met the train wita 2% new 
lumber wagons, each containing three seats 
high in the air. Both wagons and horses 
were decorated with flags and bunting. All 
the members of the St. Louis party clamb- 
ered into the seats. A St. Louis man held 


the reins in each wagon. 

Accompanied by a troop of men on wild 
Texas bronchos the cavalcade started 
across the town. The people lined the 
streets cheering loudly. he visitors re- 
turned the cheers, waving their hats and 
tossing them into the air. A halt was made 
at the town square and Mr. Sanson, presi- 
dent of the State Agricultural College, in- 
treduced J. C. Patton of Alvarado, who 
made an address of welcome. Edward 8. 
Lewis of St. Louis responded. The drive 
then continued past the public school, where 
all the pupils were drawn up in a line along 
the street. The stay at Alvarado lasted 
half an hour. 

At ltasca the train stayed 30 minutes 
while the excursionists mingled with local 
business men on the station platform. 

Hillsboro was reached at 3 o'clock. An in- 
formal reception was held in the courthouge, 
and an hour and a half spent by the visi- 
tors in calling on merchants and driving 
about the town in carriages furnished by 
the citizens. 

Corsicana was the next stop. An hour was 
spent there. The St. Louisans were escorted 
to the Commercial Clubrooms. Mayor 8. 
W. Johnson introduced R. E. Prince, speak- 
er of the Texas House of Representatives, 
who made an address of welcome. He was 
followed by former Lieutenant-Governor 
George T. Jester. E. C. Simmons responded 
on behalf of St. Louls, saying that the visit 
was for the purpose: of helping Texas and 
St. Louls in expanding and developing. 

“It is time that Texas and Missouri should 
unite,’ said Mr. Simmons, ‘“‘and show the 
world that they contain the best brains in 
the country. I suggest that in the next pres- 
idential campaign we nominate a ticket with 
the names of your Senator Balley and our 
David R. Francis for the first places on it.’’ 

It was 7:30 when the train left Corsicana. 
A stop was made at Hubbard City at 9 
o'clock. The party will leave Waco at 10:30 
o'clock today and spend Wednesday night 
at Houston. 

Texas is a good deal bigger state to the 
man on the spot than to the man who stays 
away and studies the map. Its imperial 
aanent grows on one the further he enters 
nto it. 

At Texarkana the members of the St. 
Louis party heard that they were just en- 
tering Texas. An hour later at Clarksville 
they Were told the same thing with ex- 
planation that Clarksville was just on the 
edge of the great plains and of the cotton 
country.
